the subject of soil fe rtility in the 
county. 


Th* chairm an of the session was 
I-aac 
Bross, 
I * I um ~t* ad vil fe. 
Prof. D ickey opi ned his rem arks 
by describing the various kinds of 
soil in the county and b riefly out­ 
lined the nature of rock and soil 
and its value to the farmer. 
"T h e best measure of the fe rtil­ 
ity of the soil i- the quantity of 
organic m atter in 
it,” 
said 
tin* 
speaker. “ The high fe rtility of the 
soil 
in 
the 
western part of the 
Fnited States is due to the decay 
of 
vegetable 
matter 
season 
after 
si asoii, 
In the Fast, the only way 
in 
which the fertility of the soil 
was kept 
was because of the ro- 
tation of the crops." 
Prof. Dickey stated that 
he be­ 
lieved that 
s «hI was more im port­ 
ant for fertility than manure, (iood 
sod that fills the soil with roots is 
more 
evenly 
distributed 
through 
the 
soil 
than 
is 
possible 
when 
plowing 
in a 
fertilizer, 
such as 
ma ini re. 
"O pen ing up the soil by plowing 
and 
letting th«> a ir into the soil, 
burns up lit«* organic m atter hut the 
sod keeps the soil covered anil adds 
to (he organic m atter 
instead ot 
destroying it," (lie speaker d e cla r­ 
ed. 
"Sod that has been down for 
over a 
ye a r is 
what 
is 
needed. 
C lo ver dies out too q u ic k ly to he 
of much value in adding organic 
m atter to (he soil.” 
At 
Stale 
College. 
Prof. 
Dickey 
stated that there b an example of 
the oldest rotation of crop in the 
country, 
having 
been 
m aintained 
for over (in years. 
Speaking 
of 
erosion. 
he

still 
great«! 
erosion. 
'I'he 
longer 
the sod i. kept awav and there an? 
no decaying roots to hold the soil
